A predawn fire on Monday 
left an historic Barnard Street 
building condemned and 
engulfed two businesses housed 
in the structure —- Andover Liv- 
ery Co. and Harkins Real Estate. 

Fire officials are continuing to 
investigate what caused the 
blaze, which started on the first 
floor of the building in the 
Andover Livery office. The 
office was not opening for busi- 
ness on Monday as the company 
was to start a three-day shut- 
down ordered by selectmen. 
The cab business was recently 
slapped with 13 violations by 
Andover officials. As a result, 
the business was ordered closed 


as of 9 a.m. on Monday, just 
hours after the fire broke out 
Police also noted it hired a driver 
once charged with assaulting an 
officer and an employee picked 
up an intoxicated minor 

Fire officials are interviewing 
people who had keys to the liy- 
ery office, including two 
employees who were in the 
office around 12:30 a.m 

“There’s no reason to believe 
any foul play was involved.” said 
Fire Chief Chuck Murnane 

The company is owned by 
Michael Bellmore of Derry, 
N.H. His lawyer, Arthur 
McCabe, said the fire’s timing 
was nothing but a coincidence. 
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Firefighters contained an early-morning fire to 17 Barnard

“Believe me, I have no rea- 
son to believe it is anything 
other than a coincidence. I know 
people will speculate,” he said. 
“Law enforcement officials are 
looking into it and they will 
have the answers.” 

“Yes, the fire coincides with 
their suspension,” said Murnane. 
“We are investigating the cause 
and origin of this fire and we 
will get to the bottom of this.” 

McCabe who attended the 
June 17 selectmen’s meeting 
when 13 violations were 
detailed by Andover Safety 
Officer Robert Cronin.

More mosquitoes 
— less West Nile?

Experts aren’t ready to agree how the rainy spring will affect 
the number of mosquitoes carrying the West Nile virus this year. 

One research group out of the Harvard School of Public 
Health has claimed the West Nile-spreading mosquitoes may 
benefit from drought conditions — not the rainy weather experi- 
enced in Massachusetts this year. But another researcher at Har- 
vard cautioned that such a theory is only speculation. 

Either way, the effect of this year’s wet and now hot weather 
on West Nile-carrying mosquitoes may be of particular interest in 
Andover, where 20 to 30 dead birds were found to be infected 
with the West Nile Virus in 2001. More than a third of the birds 
testing positive in the state that year came from Andover and 
Tewksbury. 

Since then, the town has taken steps to control its mosquito 
population, such as putting larva-killing agents in storm-water 
catch basins. 

Walter Montgomery of the Northeast Mosquito Control Dis- 
trict — the man who oversees Andover’s efforts to control mos- 
quitoes — quoted the first Harvard study, saying it makes sense to 
him that drought conditions would favor the West Nile mosquito. 
“Culex pipiens favors highly polluted water and artificial con- 
tainers,” said Montgomery. 

A drought year leads to smaller pockets of stagnant water, 
while a heavy, rainy season does not, said Montgomery. Drought 
also forces birds to go to the same pockets of water to drink, 
which increases the risk for bird infections, he said. 

But Richard Pollack, of the Harvard School of Public Health, 
said that hypothesis has yet to be proven. ““There’s a good chance 
that more people will be infected (with West Nile Virus this 
year).” he said. “We don’t know.” Pollack is also the commis- 
sioner of the Norfolk County Mosquito Control District. 

“The rain may have flushed the (mosquitoes from) the catch 
basins,” said Pollack. He said that the mosquitoes could be breed- 
ing elsewhere, even in the middle of backyards. 

Pollack said a study by his group in Cambridge this summer 
showed that culex pipiens mosquitoes were breeding in a third of 
the backyards that had ground water. He couldn't quote the num- 
ber of back yards checked. 


More mosquitoes 

What the mosquito experts do agree on is that more rain and 
warmer, humid weather will mean more mosquitoes, and fiercer 
mosquitoes. Humidity is known to energize mosquitoes, they say, 
making them more troublesome than in drier weather. The hot 
weather also speeds up their growth and development. 

Another problem is that the rain could “wake-up” eggs that 
have lain dormant in the recent drought years. “We could have 
five years of a mosquito population in one year,” Pollack said. 

One dead bird has been collected this season and sent to the 
state for West Nile testing. Andover Health Director Everett Pen- 
ney said it did not test positive for the virus.

Andover water is safe, kept safe 


By Leslie Noymer 

Lately there has been a great 
deal of press about our water 
supply. Have you thought about 
your drinking water? Where 
does it come from? How does it 
get purified? Are there safety 
issues related to our water sup- 
ply and terrorism? In Andover, 
our water source is Haggetts 
Pond. We also draw water from 
Fish Brook and the Merrimack 
River. The water is treated at the 
Robert E. McQuade Water 
Treatment Plant, led by John J. 
Pollano. Recently Andover 
passed Article 20, approving the 
allocation of $4,480,000 for the 
purpose of improving and 
upgrading the plants ozone 
purification system. The new 
equipment will be more efficient 
and will require less mainte- 
nance. Homeowners should be 
pleased to learn that Andover 
water rates are not going to be 
increased as a result the con- 
struction. 

In our country, there are regu- 
lations protecting public health, 
specifically related to our drink- 
ing water. The Safe Drinking 
Water Act was originally passed 
by Congress in 1974. This law 
has been amended several times, 
and regulates the allowable con- 
taminants in our water supply. It 
forces the staff at the McQuade 
Treatment Plant to use the best 
available technology to treat 
drinking water. Andover always 
meets EPA water quality stan- 
dards. Every year the govern- 
ment adds more contaminants to 
the list that must be treated. The 
amounts allowable get smaller 
as well. Andover meets or 
exceeds EPA standards for clean 
water. The water industry is 
probably one of the most regu- 
lated industries in our country. 
Interestingly, bottled water is 
not regulated to the same extent

that drinking water supplies are. 

Water is such an important 
part of our daily lives. Post Sep- 
tember 11, many people have 
considered the issue of a safe 
water supply. Congress passed 
the Public Health Security and 
Bio-terrorism Preparedness and 
Respond Act of 2002. This act 
addresses drinking water securi- 
ty and safety. At the McQuade 
Water Treatment Plant, security 
has been upgraded in all aspects: 
water distribution, water treat- 
ment and storage. All govern- 
ment guidelines are followed in 
terms of security. By June 2004, 
Andover will be submitting a 
Vulnerability Assessment to the 
government. Water treatment is 
always concerned with security. 
Not only potential terrorist acts, 
but concerns about potential 
vandals who could do damage,

and concerns about contamina- 
tion such as illegal dumping. 
According to Pollano, Andover 
residents can rest assured that 
the McQuade Water Treatment 
Plant has a lot in place to protect 
our water. A consumer Confi- 
dence Report is being mailed 
from the McQuade plant. It will 
inform the consumer what’s in 
the water, why it’s there, and 
what it means. It will also 
explain that Andover is working 
to protect our water supply. 
Water plant workers take the 
threat level seriously, and have 
procedures in place to deal with 
potential terrorism. According 
to Pollano, security is an ongo- 
ing process, one they are always 
improving upon. 

There is always back-up 
equipment available in Andover. 
Alternatives are necessary if 
someone tries to make the plant 
inoperable. There are new secu- 
rity features in place such as 
scheduling all deliveries to the 
plant, escorting delivery person- 
nel into the plant, and some pre- 
cautions which Pollano will not 
make public.

Planning Board insists on safety 


Marland Street residents wanted alternative design 


By Andrea Gregory 


The Planning Board has 
ruled in favor of safety in select- 
ing one of two separate plans 
for Marland Street offered by 
the same developer 

Developer James Grifoni is 


trying to build two homes at the 
end of Marland Street, a dead 
end road with 15 houses 

He offered two plans. One 
would add a cul-de-sac to elim- 
inate an existing traffic problem 
for the street. Due to the road's 
narrow width, when fire, deliv- 
ery and other large trucks drive 
down Marland Street, they must 
turn around in residents’ drive- 
ways or pull out in reverse to 
exit the street. 

The second plan would have 
added two homes without 
adding a cul-de-sac. But some 
neighbors said they supported 
this second design because they 
believe it better maintained the 
character of the neighborhood. 
Over the objections of these res- 
idents, the Planning Board 
decided to err on the side of 
safety, after hearing from other 
town officials. 

Paul Materazzo, town plan- 
ner, read statements from three 
department heads at the June 24 
meeting and gave copies of let- 
ters they wrote stating they 
believe a cul-de-sac is necessary 
for safety reasons. 

“I can’t see how the board 
could go against police, fire and 
the department of public 
works,” said Materazzo. 

Still, the board considered 
the benefits of both proposed 
plans. 

Grifoni and his staff said they 


would have donated ty 

to the Andover Conse 
Commission and produc 
more attractive developme: 
allowed to build without 
de-sac. 

Residents of Marland Stu 
favored the plans without a 
de-sac, according to those who 
voiced their opinion on June 10, 
and sat in the audience on June 
24 waiting for the board's deci- 
sion. 

Paul Salafia, Planning Board 
chairman, said putting multiple 
plans before the board and ask- 
ing it to chose one is not the 
way things are normally done 
during a hearing process. 

“When we have evolutionary 
plans they evolve, but they are 
one plan,” said Salafia. 

When the development team 
was asked to pick which plan it 
wanted the board to consider, 
Howard Speicher, lawyer for the 
developer, said the developer 
wanted the board to select a 
plan to review. He said one plan 
had been created to please the 
residents, and he was aware the 
other was favored by town 
departments. He told the board 
the development team would 
prefer to build without the cul- 
de-sac, but he left the decision 
in the hands of the board 

“I don’t think we need to be 
put in that position,” said Spe-

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Ruling: Kartell given fair trial 


Surgeon to continue serving 5 to 8-year sentence 


By Chris Markuns 

More than four years after 
he killed his estranged wite’s 
lover, and three years after he 
was convicted of it, the Court 
of Appeals told Dr. James P. 
Kartell yesterday he got a fair 
trial. 

Once a prominent Andover 
plastic surgeon, whose April 
2000 murder trial was fol- 
lowed the region, Kartell is in 
the third year of a five- to 
eight-year sentence for volun- 
tary manslaughter. He was 
convicted of twice shooting 
Janos Vajda as the men tussled 
in Kartell’s wife’s Holy Fami- 
ly Hospital room. 

He will probably now have 
to finish that five years, after 
the Court of Appeals rejected 
his lawyers’ claims that Judge 
Isaac Borenstein made several 
major errors at trial. Last 
November, Boston attorney 
Michael Traft argued, among 
yther things, that Borenstein 
gave the jury faulty instructions 
and should not have excluded 
evidence of Vajda’s reputation 
for violence. 

He was countered successful- 
ly by Assistant District Attorney 
Gregory I. Massing, who assist- 
ed in prosecuting Kartell. Yester- 
day Massing said that while he 
was confident the appeal would 
be rejected, the trial’s complexi- 
ty left enough room to make him 
a touch nervous 

“These things are never a sure 
thing. ... This was a lengthy trial, 
it lasted two full weeks with lots 
of rulings, lots of points they 
could pick at," Massing said, 
arguing Kartell wasn’t short- 
changed because his fate could 
have been worse. 

“He got an exceptionally 
good verdict in our opinion | we 
were seeking first-degree mur- 
der," he said, noting that offense

carries a mandatory sentence of 


life without parole. "Given the 
fact he got manslaughter, that 
showed he got a fair trial.”” Mass- 
ing said Kartell now has 20 days 
to appeal the Court of Appeals 
ruling to the state Supreme Judi- 
cial Court, but that court decides 
to hear very few of the cases sub- 
mitted. 

“This presumptively is the 
main event," he said of the Court 
of Appeals process. "For most 
defenses, this is their best shot.” 

Traft said yesterday Kartell 
hasn’t yet made a decision on 
moving forward 

“We obviously are disap- 
pointed with the outcome," he 
said. "We believe the opinion is 
inconsistent with prior prece- 
dents in other cases, and we are 
going to review it and will con- 
sider seeking further appellate 
review in the state Supreme Judi- 
cial Court.” 


On Feb. 23, 1999, Kartell 


estranged wife, psychothera- 


recovering from pneumonia. 
A fight broke out after Kartell 
ordered Vajda to leave and 
threw his coat out of the room, 


and Wesson revolver, yelled, 
“Now you are going to get it,” 
and shot Vajda in the stomach 
point-blank. 

Vajda collapsed, motion- 
less, before Kartell put the gun 
to the back of Vajda’s head 
and shot him again. 

Traft’s main argument was 
that Borenstein erred in not 
telling the jury it only had to 
find self-defense on the first 
shot for an acquittal. 

Because medical examiners 
found that the first shot would 
have killed Vajda, Traft argued, 
the second shot | made while the 
victim was helpless on the floor | 
was irrelevant. The court dis- 
agreed. 

“The problem with the argu- 
ment,” wrote Justice James 
McHugh in the decision, “is that 
Vajda, although mortally wound- 


ed, was alive when the defendant | 


fired the second shot, a shot that 
likewise inflicted a mortal 
wound.” 

In addition, Traft argued that 
Borenstein should have allowed 
testimony about Vajda’s cutting 
off his daughter’s braid in the 
early 1980s because she would- 
n't do her homework, and a court 
affidavit from 1995 by Vajda’s 
wife claiming she was afraid of 
him. But the court ruled Boren-

was too long, but he refused to 
cut it. Something about his atti- 
tude — “I don’t know what it is 
about me,” Graber mused — led 
the others to hold him down and 
shave half of his head. They 
thought it would make him cut 
the rest of his hair. “Of course I 
was pig-headed, so I left it that 
way, ’ he says. 

But Graber’s tenacity is part 
of what made his photography 
so good, says Andover photog- 
rapher and friend, Ed Eich. 
Graber refused to take tradition- 
ally “posed” shots, putting his 
desire to “tell a story” about the 
person he photographed over 
what even the customer wanted. 

Graber fought with reverends, 
priests, rabbis and parents to get 
the pictures he wanted to take. 
He says meddling parents were 
the toughest part of taking a 
kid’s picture. 

One time he showed up to a 
home and the boy he was sup- 
posed to photograph was hiding 
under a bed. “I climbed under 
the bed,” he says. Graber says he 
asked the boy about a big teddy 
bear in the room and before long 
was taking pictures of him play- 
ing with his model train. 

Graber did have a studio in 
Elm Square, but he never used it 
to take portraits. He used it as a 
dark room and it got so hot that 
he says he would sometimes 
work in the nude. “The windows 
were blacked out,” he explained. 

“Richard is absolutely an 
extraordinary documentarian. 
He put the documentary before 
his own paid work,” says Eich. 


Graber to document the move. 
Graber made a book from only 
12 exposures. It is a treasure to 
Eich. “It’s the first thing that 
would leave this studio if (the 
studio) started to burn,” he says. 

Graber’s street photos hang in 
businesses and offices around 
town. They are also at the 
Andover Historical Society and 
Memorial Hall Library. Some of 
his well-known shots are includ- 
ed in the photo book Elm 
Square, which is available at 
Andover Book Store. In it, 
Graber portrays the Andover of 
the 1960s — a tougher, grittier 
town with bars on Main Street 
instead of jewelry stores. 

But now, after years of cap- 
turing Andover, Graber hopes to 
capture his own life, by record- 
ing his stories on tape. He wants 
someone to transcribe his words 
for him. 

It is something one of his sis- 
ters did for their father, who also 
suffered from Parkinson’s. 
Graber still has the book. “I 
laugh at it now because it has a 
sense of him in it,” he says. 

Of course, Graber’s life is 
already laid out in black and 


white. The picture books he 
keeps with him at Marland Place 
show what is important to him. 
A picture from a book titled “My 
mother’s house” documents his 
childhood home in Indiana. In 
one picture of his mother’s 
kitchen there is a chalkboard 
with the handwritten message “I 
won't be home for dinner or sup- 
per.” In another his mother naps 
on the couch. 

Graber has two picture books 
full of his late-wife Rachel, who 
suffered longer with more severe 
Parkinson’s symptoms than 
Graber has. He also has pictures 
and montages of his two daugh- 
ters Jennifer and Caelin, who 
live in the area. 

In the meantime, Marland 
Place isn’t all bad. Graber says 
the women on his floor have 
taken a liking to his hair, which 
is still thick and wavy now that 
he has let it grow out from the 
buzz cut he had for most of his 
life. “I never thought I’d be a sex 
symbol,” he says. 

Graber doesn’t have to wait 
long, sitting in a room, or play- 
ing the piano, before some lady 
starts stroking his hair.

Teacher layoffs begin to hit home

S A LACROSSE COACH, 

Wayne Puglisi knows 

that sometimes the ball 
won't bounce his way. But he 
probably never expected that the 
direction of his teaching career 
would be decided by a ping- 
pong ball. 

If the hand that reached into a 
bag pulled out the ball with 
Puglisi’s name on it, he would 
Stay as a physical education 
teacher in Andover. If it pulled 
out the ball with another 
teacher’s name, Puglisi would 
join 28 other Andover teachers 
out of work, the victims of bud- 
get cuts. 

“Tt was a little weird, it com- 
ing down to that,” he said. “I 
was pretty anxious, to say the 
least. “ 

Puglisi lucked out, and 
Meredith Emery, the other gym 
teacher who had the same 
seniority, lost her job. He was 
happy for himself but sad for 
her. 

As the School Department 
says goodbye to teachers who fell 
victim to budget cuts, the ping- 
pong ball scenario was an uncom- 
mon tie-breaker — happening only 
to those with the same seniority. 
But the sadness Puglisi felt was 
common, as laid-off teachers 
looked ahead to new positions 
elsewhere or the uncertainty of a 


weak job market. 

John Parker, a physical edu- 
cation teacher at Doherty Mid- 
dle School, has sent out 40 job 
applications, while his wife has 
held onto her position teaching 
math at the school. 

Parker got word earlier this 
spring of possible job cuts and 
figured he would be lucky if he 
were offered a half-time posi- 
tion, he said. Even that would 
not have paid enough for him to 
help cover his family’s mort- 
gage and raise his two small 
children, so he prepared for the 
worst and started looking for 
gym teacher jobs elsewhere. 

“As much as it really stinks, I 
can’t say I was shocked,” he said 
of his job loss. “Physical educa- 
tion isn’t specifically on the 
MCAS, and personally I think 
that’s how people look at it and 
make decisions. MCAS subjects 
are sacred, and everything else 
will be gone.” 


The schools are laying off 


seven health teachers, eight 
physical education teachers and 
special education, music, art, 
technology and language teach- 
ers.

I-93 slip ramp 


construction 


could start in ’04 


Construction of a ramp that would give drivers quicker 
access to Interstate 93 from businesses in the Ballardvale 
section of Andover could begin as soon as next year, state 
highway officials say, bringing some relief to the heavily 
traveled Ballardvale neighborhood. 

The new ramp would be located in Wilmington, about a 
mile south of a proposed I-93 interchange in the vicinity of 
Lowell Road, a project first floated in the mid-1980s and 
which is still several years away. 

State and Andover officials say the new ramp in Wilm- 
ington should unclog Ballardvale traffic by inducing com- 
muters from Gillette, Wyeth Biopharma and other large 
employers in that area to head south on Ballardvale Street 


| | and Route 125 to connect with I-93, rather than drive north 


through Ballardvale neighborhoods to Dascomb Road. 

MassHighway officials gave the public a look this week 
at the plans to unclog the Ballardvale traffic with a new 
highway interchange in the vicinity of Lowell Junction 
Road, in addition to the new ramp in Wilmington. 

The long-awaited Lowell Road interchange project 
addresses complaints and lawsuits from residents in Bal- 
lardvale. Business leaders say better access to the Lowell 
Junction industrial area via highway ramps on Burtt Road 
could help create 2,000 more jobs. Wyeth Biopharma alone 
has a master plan that calls for 1,300 more workers, the 
company said. 

Andover leaders who attended a hearing in Wilmington 
Monday said the first step in the state plan is the so-called 
"D ramp" in Wilmington, a $1.6 million addition that would 
let drivers on Route 125 enter Interstate 93 without stopping 
at a traffic light, Planning Director Stephen Colyer said. The 
larger Lowell Junction interchange project would cost $15 
million and will not be built until at least 2005. 

“We're hoping the ramp will take some of the pressure 
off of Andover,” said Ray Hender, selectman and liaison to 
the Ballardvale Traffic Task Force. "That's important to the 
town and the town government. At the same time, we’re not 
going to let up on the objective of getting an interchange at 
Lowell Junction.” 

The state would restripe Route 125 to create an extra 
lane, and build a ramp from the far-right lane to Interstate 


| 93, Hender said. 


The highway department could begin seeking builders 
this winter, with the goal of beginning construction in the 
spring, he said. The project would take at least a year. 

Before work on the larger Lowell Junction interchange 
can go ahead, the state must present what is called a 75 per- 
cent design plan, which is basically a final design, said state 
Sen. Susan C. Tucker, D-Andover, who attended the hear- 
ing. Tucker has spent years lobbying for the highway 
improvements and said she doubts MassHighway will fol- 
low the 2005 schedule. 

“I have given up my faith on the delivery of these 
improvements on time,” Tucker said. "But I’m certainly 
going to do all I can to push them.”

Fireworks organizer says donations are 
dismal — and this could be the last year

ireworks are going off tonight in 
| Pisacse - but just barely. 
| The point man for Andover’s fire- 
works is former selectman Jerry Silverman, 
who has been setting up jars for donations 
in local businesses and collecting contribu- 
tions for several years to help finance the 
event. This year’s Town Meeting axed the 
$9,000 set aside for fireworks, leaving Sil- 
verman to come up with more than twice as 
much money as last year. It costs about 
$15,000 to stage the event, he said, and he is 
| working to collect that much. 

But it’s been a dismal collection this 
year, he said. Fewer businesses are con- 
tributing, while townspeople are also tight- 

| ening up their fireworks-contribution belts. 

“If I hadn't had a little cushion, we 
would be in trouble,” said Silverman of 
Dufton Road. “We're on, but just barely. 
And it doesn’t look like I'll have a cushion 
for next year, which means there will be no 
fireworks next year unless money comes 
in.” 

Specifically, just 20 of the 60 businesses 
he solicited responded to his letter of 
appeal. In previous years, about 40 busi- 
nesses typically contributed. Essex Bank 
| was the biggest contributor this year with a 

$500 donation. A local coffee shop, Perfec- 
to’s, located on North Main Street across 
from the fire station, collected the most 
| money in its fireworks jar. Silverman said 
| he picked up about $300 from the jar earli- 
| er this week.
